LEITH  SIGNALS. 
The  signals  hoisted  at  the  end  of  the  Pier  at  Leith,  to  shew  the  depth  of  the  water,  are  as  follows : 
— When  the  ball  is  at  the  top  of  the  mast,  the  depth  of  water  is  ten  feet— the  same  with  a  pendant 
underneath,  eleven  feet — the  pendant  above  the  ball  indicates  twelve  feet — two  balls,  thirteen  feet — . 
two  balls,  with  pendant  below  them,  fourteen  feet — the  pendant  with  the  two  balls  below  it,  fifteen 
feet — the  pendant  betwixt  the  two  balls,  sixteen  feet — a  tricolor  flag,  seventeen  feet — the  same,  with 
ball  above,  eighteen  feet — the  same,  with  ball  below,  nineteen  feet.  And  whenever  any  of  the  above 
signals  are  placed  half-mast  down,  the  water  is  half  a  foot  deeper  than  as  above  stated.

NOTE  RESPECTING  THE  CALENDAR. 

In  calculating  the  time  of  the  Sun  and  Moon's  Rising  and  Setting,  Horizontal  Parallax  and  Refrac- 
tion have  heen  employed,  so  that  the  times  indicate  when  their  centres  appear  in  the  horizon. 

The  Tables  employed  in  calculating  the  times  of  High  Water,  are  the  result  of  twelve  months' 
observations  of  the  tides  at  Leith.  And  to  those  Tables  of  the  Semimenstrual  Inequality,  or  the  Mean 
Intervals  between  the  Moon's  transit  and  the  time  of  High  Water  during  each  Lunation,  used  as  a 
first  approximation,  have  been  applied  the  corrections  due  to  the  Sun  and  Moon's  declination  and 
distance,  obtained  from  nineteen  years'  observations  of  the  tides  at  the  London  docks.  See  "  Philoso- 
phical Transactions,"  1834,  Part  2. 

The  whole  is  shewn  in  mean  time,  or  that  which  is  indicated  by  a  well  regulated  clock,  apparent, 
or  solar  time,  being  that  which  is  shewn  by  a  sun  dial,  which,  on  account  of  the  unequal  motion  of  the 
sun  in  right  ascension,  &c.  is  sometimes  faster,  and  at  others  slower  than  mean  time.  The  difference 
is  shewn  in  the  column  entitled,  Equation  of  Time,  for  each  month,  which  must  accordingly  be  added 
to  or  subtracted  from  mean  time  as  directed,  in  order  to  reduce  it  to  apparent  or  sun  dial  time.
